This will be 
done for you free of charge if you leave a service order. 

For the Yamaha carts, the manufacturer has a 
recommended procedure for winter storage, if the cart is 
not to be used at all over the winter months. This can be 
done for anominal charge if you leave a service order.

FROM THE GREEN SUPERINTENDENT: 


| want to inform the fine golfers of our Club as to why 
we have to play temporary greens once in a while. It is 
OK to play on the greens after a frosty night when they 
have thawed out on top but are still frozen underneath 
for a few days but after several days of these kind of 
conditions the grass and ground will literally wear out, 
killing the grass in areas of use. 

If these greens are walked on, sometimes the grass 
breaks just above the ground level and will subsequently 
die. A good example of the damage | am pointing out to 
the members is now viewable in front of the Clubhouse 
on the grass along the driveway. 

If the greens and the ground are frozen and it begins 
to rain, there will be use of temporary greens with no 
power carts allowed until the ground is completely 
thawed. 

In conditions where the grass and subsoil are thawed 
out, but quite mushy, it is important to be very careful 
with the power golf carts. Once in a while it is best for 
the course to keep the carts off completely and the Pro 
Shop has signs that let you know what conditons prevail. 

The Board has empowered me to decide restrictions of 
play on regular greens, cart usage, and even when the 
course is shut down all together. In my absence, | 
delegate the responsibility to a qualified member of my 
crew. Whenever restrictions occur, the first thing that | 
consider is what is good for the golf course. | hope that | 
can count on the membership to recognize the need for 
these decisions. | assure you that | don’t enjoy restricting 
play in any way.

MOVE OR MOVED: 

A ball is deemed to have “MOVED” if it leaves its 

position and comes to rest in any other place.
